~The conference is the result of a consultation in March, 1956, at Bangkok, Thailand, 
hen leaders of national Christian councils, members of the International Missionary 
mincil, and Asian churches belonging to the World Cowmcil of Churches, considered the 
‘oblems of ecumenical cooperation in Asia and the relationships of churches and councils 
| Asia with the two world movements. 


Dr. WeA. Visser 't Hooft; general secretary of the World Council of Churches, points 
G that "an important factor in the whole discussion is that there is such a strong de=- 
re in Asian churches for closer cooperation between churches and councils in Asia.

¢il on Ecumenical Missions. The East Asia conference must look at various possi- 
ities concerning the future. These possibilities range from a plan to have a fully- 
dab Asian Council of Churches to the more modest plan of strengthening the East 
os oben of the IMC and WCC."

AR EAST Mission Work in Jordan and Egypt 
‘British educational missionaries are returning to Jordan; but have not yet gone 
back into Egypt, according. to a statement issued by the Rev. GC. S. Milford, West Asia 
secretary of the Church Missionary Society. 


Two of the Church Missionary Society missionaries have now been invited to return 
to Jordan and several workers for the Jerusalem and the East Mission have returned. 


In Egypt, the institutions started by the CMS - two hospitals, two girls!’ schools 
and two welfare centers = are being carried on by the small Anglican church. Its clergy 
are also responsible for services in the Cathedral and the larger English church in 
Alexandria. The government has appointed a Christian as sequestrator, to take charge 

of the property and.fwnds that were still legally in foreign ownership. He seems, Mr. 
Milford said, to be acting sympathetically. 


At the time the fighting started, Egyptian church leaders were asked whether they 

felt that the continued presence of CMS missionaries were an embarrassment or a danger. 

The church asked the missionaries to stay as long as possible and they remained witil 

"ordered to leave by the Egyptian government. Missionaries also left Jordan because some 
national church leaders felt the British missionaries would endanger both themselves 

and their Arab fellow-Christians by remaining (see EPS Nos. l and 6, 1956).

New Anglican Bishop in Jerusalem 


The Archbishop of Canterbury has nominated the Right Rev. Ae C. MacInnes as the 
Bishop in Jerusalem, succeeding the present bishop, the Right Reve Weston Stewarts, who 
resigned. . : 


The new Anglican bishop, who is fifty-five, has been Bishop of Bedford since 1953. 
For twenty years he worked as a missionary for the Church Missionary Society in Palestine 
and was Archdeacon of Jerusalem before he was compelled to return to England after being 
‘seriously wounded in the bombardment of Jerusalem in 198. Bishop MacInnes was for many 
years principal of the Bishop Gobat School in Jerusalem. His father was also Bishop in 
Jerusalem. 


; Bishop Stewart has spent thirty years in the diocese. He left Chelsea in 1926 to 
become chaplain of St. George's Cathedral in Jerusalem, and later became 4rchceacon of 
Palestine, Syria and Trans-Jordan. In 19)3 he was consecrated bishop. EeP.Se, Geneva 


Two WSCF Leadership Training Courses Held in Latin America 


1 More than 100 persons attended two leadership training courses for student leaders 
in tentral America and Mexico at the end of 1956 and early in 1957. The first course was 
at the Baptist College of Santa Ana, El Salvador, with sixty participants from five 
jentral America countries - Costa Rica, El Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua and Panamae The 
Second course, attended by seventy delegates from fifteen Mexican cities, was held in 

the neighbourhood of the famous new cite universitaire in Mexico City. 

‘i The general theme for both courses was "The Vocation of Christian Students" and it 
was studied under the following headings: "Called to be members of the people of God", 
"Called to action in the world" (the university and civic life) and "Called personally". 
he course in Mexico City also included a section for theological students with its own 
rogram on the theme, "Our Pastoral Vocation". 
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; Three leaders took part in the two courses. They were the Rev. Valdo Galland of 

lruguay, associate general secretary of the WSCF; Professor Mauricio Lopez of Argentina, 
SCF secretary for Latin Americas and the Rev. Richard Shaull, general secretary of the 
razilian Student. Christian Movement. 


During the past five years the WSCF has held several leadership training courses 
Por students from all or half of Latin America. To make possible greater student par- 
"ticipation, it was decided to hold two consecutive conferences for more limited areas 
of Latin America. E.P.Se, Geneva 


RAZIL Conference on Social Change 


(Campinas) - A group of sixty Protestants, mostly laymen, met at Presbyterian Seminary, 
Gampinas, Brazil, Feb. 2-8; to discuss Christian Responsibility towards areas of Rapid 
"So0cial Change. The Evangelical Confederation of Brazil sponsored the meeting which was 
"an outgrowth of the first ecumenical conference on social questions held in Latin America 
"in November, 1955 (see EPS Noo 6, Deco 165 1955). 


Dr. Benjamin Moraes; a leading Brazilian Presbyterian; was chairman of the con= 
Perence. Mr. Waldo Cesar is executive secretary of the Evangelical Confederation's De- 
partment of Church and Society established at the earlier meeting. 


Rural, industrial, and political life were the main topics discussed at the con- 
"ference on Christian responsibility. Delegates included representatives of the govern= 
ment, industry; and labor as well as rural workers and some pastors. 


Among the speakers was Colonel Daltro Sangoss; a military school professor, who in= 
Stroduced the section on political life. The discussion of politics focused on the 
difference between the "old" and "new" Brazil! - the traditional center of Brazil's cul= 
tural and governmental life on the eastern coast as opposed to the emergence of the 
formerly undeveloped interior. The role of students and the military in political 
agitation was discussed along with issues of paternalism and true democracy. 


The section on industrialization and urban life covered a wide range of subjects 
"from the adaptation of the rural worker to urban industrial life to the problems of 
working mothers. The role of the union, social legislation, the dignity of work, the 
"living quarters of workers, and the relation of man to machine were some of the topics 
under consideration. Luis Carlos Weil was in charge of this section. 


A rural pastor, the Rey. Joaquim Beato, introduced the section on rural life. Tech= 
‘nical development and illiteracy were primary concerns in this area. As in all other 
discussions at Campinas conference, the role of the church in facing rapid social change 
and the relevancy of the Bible to the modern world were stressed. Dr. Marcos Perira 
/told of UNESCO efforts in giving technical training» 


"The Political and Social Implications of Christian Love" was the subject of the 
Opening address by the Rev. Richard Shaull, who is general secretary of the Brazilian 
Student Christian Movement. The Rev. Jacques Maury of France, discussed the church and 
! problems of rapid social change. Mr. Maury was touring Latin America as a member of 
‘the ecumenical youth team of the World Coucil of Churches and the World Council of 
Christian Education. Conference delegates who came from many parts of Brazil urged that 
other such meetings be held in other parts of the country. EoP.Se, Geneva 


_ GERMANY Christian Approach to Commmism 


(Dtisseldorf) - "Christendom and the Onslaught of Bolshevism" was the title of a series of 
‘lectures arranged by the churches in Dusseldorf, during which Dr. Helmuth Gollwitzer, 
professor of Theology at Bonn; pleaded for conversations between Christians and communists. 
49 said that in these conversations the Christians would, as a matter of course, perceive 
communism to be a false road leading not to freedom but to serfdom. It would still re- 
main a false road, even if the people in commmist countries were better supplied with 

food and other commodities in future, he said. "The shackles on thought, the anti- 
Peligious propaganda, the brutal methods of government and the mass terror, the debase= 
ent of human beings to the status of marionettes or gramophone records - all this must 

98 rejected without compromise," he said. 


 Ghristians should not merely ask themselves how they could protect themselves against 
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ection of Christendom today was living under bolshevik rule. Although the Christian 
Churches behind the iron curtain should not regard themselves as a "fifth column" of 
lestern life, they should receive help from the churches in the West through inter- 
ession, through exact information aboutthe situation in the West, and through the ex= 
hange of visits. 


"The next question which Christians should ask should be: what have we to give to 
jhe communists? The Lord of the Church sent out his disciples with his message like 
Sheep among wolvese .The Christian message was also intended for the salvation of the 
folves. The spirit of Christ could also turn wolves into human beings who are children 
££ God. The Christian Church was called and equipped to deal even with wolves - in- 
tead of either howling with them or destroying them. The only attack which is not de=- 
ensive and which is not based on fear is the attack with the Christian message," said 
rofessor Gollwitzer. BePeSes Geneva 


Moral Factors in International Affairs 


MToronto) - leaders in government and the United Nations "are seeking to utilize moral 
orce fer the solution of the problems which confront the world," Dr. 0. Frederick Nolde 
MSaid in Toronto, Canada, Feb.. 28. 


Although the development should be encouraged, there are dangers and pitfalls in the 
“wide use of the term "moral force" according to Dr. Nolde, director of the Commission of 
he Churches on International Affairs. The CCIA is a joint enterprise of the World Coun- 
il of Churches. and the International Missionary Council. 


In an address before the annual meeting of the Board of Evangelism and Social Service 
"of the United Church of Canada, he said that one danger was the "assumption that solution 
ff international problems can be found solely in moral principles. In most instances 
affective solutions call for technical and political arrangements which provide primarily 
direction and motivation." 


Ivory tower indulgence and recourse to morality "as a cloak to defend selfish in- 
gerests" were listed as pitfalls along with the confusion of "a moral position and a 
"moral force." He cautioned against "oversimplification or falsification by classifying 
Missues and actors as right or wrong." Hse said, "Rarely can one side be designated as 
ompletely right and tha other as completely wrong, and responsibility must be in pro- 
ortion to the relative guilt of each party." 


Despite his reference to the dangers, Dr. Nolde, an associate general secretary of 
‘the World Council of Churches, said he did not minimize the importance of moral factors 
shemselves nor "of the specific action by which they are made operative." 


He offered suggestions for clarification. "In any given problem international de- 
tisions should be taken and solutions proposed with a view to meeting the demands of 
justice in the immediate situation and contributing to an international order where 
justice can more readily be served in the future." 


World opinion does not necessarily mean moral force, he explained. "There may be 
2 dominant world public opinion in support of a position which is not characterized by 
“moral substance and; in such an instance, it is a misnomer to speak of a moral force." 


Hungary and the Middle Bast 


Answering the question, in regard to Hungary, of whether the UN action was rights 
Dr. Nolde said "I am inclined to say 'yes' even though the immediate results were far 
‘from satisfactory and the ultimate effect cannot be forecast." 

"The situation in the countries dominated by Soviet communism is no longer as frozen 
as it previously was. There are stirrings in these coumtries and in Russia, which by 
peaceful and reasonable maturing, can in due course give rise to greater freedom. The 


juestionably suffered a reversal in its effort to win the support of the uncommitted new 
ations." 

From this reversal, it can recover only by conforming its subsequent actions, both 
Hungary and elsewhere, to the requirements of "an emerging international consciences" 
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On the subject of the Middle East, Dr. Nolde said "Whatever immediate hardships are 
uffered and difficulties encomtered I believe that the withdrawal of troops from Egypt 
‘the United Kingdom and France in conformity with the United Nations action will go 
own in history as a significant step in building a responsible world community of law 
nd order." 


He added that he felt. the UN.action incomplete "as to its moral substance amd its 
oral force," if it does not "promptly and diligently move to the solution of the problems 
hich have provoked the Middle Hast crisis and to the development of instruments for 
eaceful settlement and peaceful changes." 


| De. Nolde said he felt Israel should withdraw from the territory occupied by military 
\faction atid that this would in the long run carry fewer risks and win more widespread 
MSupport for that nation. 


“The intermational community should more persistently and effectively assist in 
ringing about peaceful settlement and peaceful change in order to provide viable alter- 

ives to the pursuit of claims by military means which in an atomic age imperil the 
thole family upon earth," he said. E.P.Se, Geneva 


WSCF Clarifies Hungarian Student Committee Issue 


The World's Student Christian Federation has issued a statement to its member move= 
ents clarifying some of the issues that resulted in the dissolution of the Coordinating 
jommittee for International Aid to Hungarian Refugee Students. The committee was formed 
m November as a joint endeavour of COSEC (Coordinating Secretariat of National Unions 
hi Students),.World. University Service andthe: Austrian National Union of Students. In 

the next two months, ),000 of 6,000 refugee students were helped to emigrate. 


However, the WSCF says, in January the Austrian National Union of Students designated 
Wicw representatives to the Coordinating Committee who took stands creating numerous ob= 
Stacles. to joint. action.-:To the press; the World University Service described the 
“difficulty as follows: : 


"The main source of all these difficulties is to be traced to a divergence in the 

Minterpretation of the legal status of the committee. The Austrian N.U.S. insisted that 

ance it alone was subject to Austrian law, it had the right to veto any decision of the 
sordinating Committee.that.did not conform with its wishes. WUS and COSEC could accept 
igither this position nor.the.argument.on which it was based. Actually, certain projects 
9f the Austrian N.U.S. concerning immediate assistance to Hungarian refugee students 
ippeared in sffect to prejudice the interests of these students and hinder endeavors 
jing made toward enabling them to emigrate. In this situation, COSEC and WUS retained 
the complete cc-*'2snce and support of representatives of governmental and non-govern- 
mental international organizations working for refugee students in Austria. 


“"WUS and COSEC tried to reassure the Austrian N.U.S. by offering certain legal 
guarantees and suggesting a new basis of work and cooperation which was also inspired 
largely by decisions taken on November 11 in establishing the Coordinating Committee. 
ince this proposal.was refused, there was no alternative to terminating the Coordinating 
Committee and this was done on February 9, 1957.. WUS then decided to establish a Field 
Office in Vienna which, with the support of COSEC, would assume the responsibilities 

and tasks of the former Coordinating Committee." 


: The question of improper accomting was also raised by the Austrian N.U.S., and 
World University Service made the following report: 


"At the end of January, the accounts of the Committee were audited by a chartered 
accoummtant and certified to be correct and in order to the full satisfaction of the 
auditor. Here also, difficulties encowmtered arise neither from the manner of keeping 
iccounts nor from any lack of integrity in the representatives of COSEC or WUS, but from 
ing unfortunately disruptive attitude of the Austrian N.U.Se, which refused to be bound 
y majority decisions of the Committee in financial matters as well."

The theological Academy in Warsaw, at which the Protestant pastors in Poland are 
trained, Has received twenty-six applications for the new academic year. Last year the 
Academy was attended by forty-five students.The Languages taught include German and 
ussian, in addition to Latin, Greek and Hebrew.

Before the. second.World War there were 600,000 Lutherans in Poland. Today there are 
nly about 180,000 Polish. Lutherans and about 0,000 of German origin, living in~the six 
listricts in Masuren (East Prussia), Pomerania and Great-Poland, Warsaw, Stalinograd 
(‘Kattowitz), Czescyn (Teschen). and Breslau... The Lutheran Church has 106 pastors, buv 
yais number is very inadequate,.and each pastor has to look after several congregations. 


Throughout the whole of Poland there are about 00 buildings belonging to the 
rotestant Church. Five churches have been rebuilt since the war and many others re= 
tored. 


The congregations are impoverished, but they make generous sacrifices for the work 
the Church. A great interest is shown by the young people. Confirmation classes are 
ield without much difficulty, because the young people are eager to participate in in- 
itruction on the Christian faith.

AUSTRALIA Australian Church Groups Ask Aid for Aborigines

Two church groups in Australia have asked the govarmment for help for primitive 
fative tribes living in the remote..interior of Western Australia and reported to be 
leading astone=-age existence. 


The Australian Committee for the World Council of Churches has asked the federal 
government to make funds available to the Western Australia state government for a pro= 
pram of welfare work among the aboriginese 


The Australian Presbyterian Board of Missions has suggested that the state of South 
hustralia, adjoining the territory, establish a large cattle station to provide for the 
desert tribes. Church officials have agreed to provide trained personnel to supervise 
)the station, which would be organized as a mission centers 


The aborigines are said to be anong the most primitive people in the world, wander= 
ing over the desert in search of game wd water. A recent report to the state parlia- 
ment of Western Australia outlined the plight of the tribes, saying that as aresult of 
white encroachment on their reserves, the tribes have been reduced to semi-starvation. 
Also, the report said, scientists working on guided missiles have penetrated their lands. 
Fearing to make contact with the white man, the tribes have withdrawn into the most 
Sarren areas. Without proper medical treatment even the most simple ailments caused them 
freat pain and even death. EoP.Se, Geneva
